Tho scenery for “ Die 
Nibelungen’’ will be the most magnifi­ 
cent ever seen in the United States, aud 
its mechanical contrivances will be 
simply marvelous. 
Herr F. Kranich, 
the machinist in charge of tho Baireuth 
production, is coming to America with 
now ideas for fitting up the stage. 
Beautiful “ Rhine maidens’’ will float 
in a lifelike river in a manner even more 
graceful than the appliances permitted 
them to do at Baireuth. 
The management promises that every 
act will begin promptly on time, and 
the moment the curtain goes up all the 
doors of the opera house will be closed. 
They say that there will be no restric­ 
tion in New York in regard to the 
dress of the audience. 
The cast for “ Die Nibelungen’’ will 
include nearly all of tho famous people 
who took part in the production at Bai- 
reutb and Loudon, both the De Reszkes, 
Mmes. Gadsky aud Nordica, Herr Neibe 
of Karlsruhe and Herr Von Milde of 
Baireuth, besides the beautiful prima 
donna, Frau Schumann Heink, who is 
a new addition to the ranks of the great 
European singers who visit America. 
Few people in the United States have 
ever taken the time or trouble to read 
through the long ecore of “ Die Nibe­ 
longs). ’’ The opera consists of a blend­ 
ing together into one plot of a series 
of striking incidents from the mythology 
of the Scandinavians aud Teutons. The 
time is the beginning of the world, 
when there were gods, giants or mortal 
men aud Niblunge, or the race of 
dwarfs living in the center of the earth.

Tombstones and monuments will 
then be torn down and converted into 
building material for the crematories, 
while the graveyards and cemeteries 
will be converted into squares and 
parks. 
The founders of the Workingmen’s 
Cremation society hold that cemeteries 
are a relio of barbarism, and that they 
breed disease and cause needless burial 
expenses. 
The officers of the society 
have bought urns aud vases for the 
ashes of dead members, and the erec­ 
tion of a columbarium in which to 
place them is contemplated. 
Special 
hymns and songs of a religious charac­ 
ter have been composed to be sung dur 
iug the process of incineration and an 
organist engaged to play accompani­ 
ments 
Cleanliness aud economy are the two 
motives that have actuated the organ­ 
izers of the Workingmen s Cremation 
society. 
General Secretary-Treasurer 
Brandt asserts that the money the 
members have saved by the cremation 
process has paid many a year’s rent and 
supplied many a cupboard with neces­ 
sities of life during slack times.

O ’Keefe sailed forth on the Atlantic 
as captain of a trading vessel years and 
years ago. 
This vessel made its way 
aronud the world, and among the places 
where it touched was the island of \ ap 
O’Keefe made a pretty thorough ex­ 
ploration of the place and also of the 
surrounding islands, and took away a 
rich cargo of spices and iudigo. 
Two 
years later he was not only captain of 
the sm all trader, bat its owner. 
He 
made straight for Yap island. 
W ith 
good things from the continent be aud 
hie crew won the affections of the na­ 
tives. 
The vessel was tied np for a tim e 
until a home could be established. Then 
it w as nj-ed to establish other homes in 
other islands. 
O’Keefe believed in a 
big, broad life and one according to his 
own ideas, which were not far different 
from those of a full fledged Mormon be­ 
liever. 
One by one he accum nlated his 
islands and clinched his title to the 
same by marrying the choice of the na­ 
tive women, and several of them. Mem­ 
bers of the trading ship’s crew followed. 
O’K eefe and his whit# men came to 
win the esteem and affection of the is­ 
landers to such an extent that be was 
exalted to be chief ruler of the colonies, 
and what be said went. O’Keefe prob­ 
ably deserved this honor, for he was 
honorable in his transactions w ith the 
natives and never tried to cheat them. 
He even went ont of hie way to do them 
favors, supply them w ith comforts and 
teach them to live a life after bis own 
ideas. 
He set up a sort of government 
aud put uimbed! at its head. 
I 
A nephew of O ’Keefe, now supposed 
to he in New York city, has had this 
south sea fortune thrown at his feet 
aud refused to accept it. O’Keefe, 60 he 
w rites Consol VS illiam s in Manila, sent 
word to this nephew that if he would 
agree to live w ith bim until the end of 
his days and learn the modus operandi 
of affairs on Yap island and its n eigh­ 
bors he would place all affairs in his 
hands and allow him to rule the fortune 
at his death. 
It w as w ith m uch hesitation that the 
nephew finally decided to shake him self 
free from the rich life of idleness he 
was leading in the m etropolis and take 
passage to the faroff Pacific region. He 
bade goodby to the bloods of his ac­ 
quaintance and sailed. 
He landed at 
the steam ship port among the P hilip­ 
pines, where be w as picked up after a 
few months* w aiting by a vessel from 
his uncle’s domain. 
The tutelage in Malay politics began, 
and the nephew was wined and dined 
as the successor of K ing O’Keefe in the 
finest society the island afforded. 
It 
was rare sport at first for the young 
swell. The novelty of the situation was 
fascinating, bot the tim e came when he 
longed for some of his former com pan­ 
ions just to tell them all about it. 
And then came a longing to spend 


I money. 
Where could he spend money 
I on Yap island or any other islam! in 
> the group? 
Was not everything be 
j wished for fam ished to him at his sign 
and w ithout the least expense? A fish 
I out of its native water w ill not thrive, 
aud neither did the nephew. There was 
1 a short aud decisive interview w ith the 
good uncle, and a ship sailed for c iv i­ 
lization w ith a passenger bound for 
America, w hile the old man bowed h is 
head in sorrow. 
The young man has 
gone back to the place where they spend 
more money than they do in Yap, and 
the old man is looking for a successor 
A llegiance to his mother country 
seems to be of sm all concern to O ’Keefe 
now that he has established him self in 
a country of hie own.

country bas a flag, but a passing war 
vessel would probably fail to recognize

Pal f Tty is defined in Johnson’s cele­ 
brated dictionary a« “ a small horse fit 
for ladies,” and some have thought that 
the doctor (whose feats as a trencher­ 
man were notorious) may have broken 
a record on the day in question and dis­ 
posed cf a small horse. 
All these and 
other conjectures are wrong, aud we 
will proceed to g iv eth e correct explana­ 
tion. 
The word palfrey (sometimes pamfrey 
by tho interchange of I and rn) is still in 
ase among the fustics of Scotland aud 
the north of Ireland, and means young 
cabbages when they first come to table 
in the spring 
Such cabbages have not 
begari to “ close” or become solid in the 
cauter They are generally spoken of as 
“ early pamfrey” and are considered a 
luxury 
Dr. Johnson probably picked up 
the word from bis friend Boswell or 
from some other Scotch acquaintance.—

The ox. be ex­ 
plains, is entirely capable in all the re­ 
quirements cf the cotton patch, bnt be 
bas his limitations, aud his colored mas­ 
ter does not think of mounting him and 
riding off on useless errands or pleasure 
trips. 
As the negro cauuot ride to dis­ 
tant churches, cake walks or “ hoe 
downs, “ aud as be will not walk, he 
goes to bed aud is rested and ready for 
labor iu the morning. 
Bo far as the inference from Ibis ex­ 
periment goes, the negro, plus a mule, 
is a shiftless and unreliable citizen, but 
eliminate the mule aud substitute an 
ox, and be becomes regular in his hab­ 
its, businesslike aud prosperous.— New

It is probable that another island in 
tho Pacific will be annexed to the U nit­ 
ed States. 
It is the island of Yap-—a 
neighbor of Guam—in the Ladronee. 
Just now it is ruled by au American— 
Daniel V O ’Keefe, a native of North 
Carolina. Consul Williams, at Manila, 
has received orders from Washington 
to find out as much ss possible about 
O’Keefe, and, at any rate, to ascertain 
nuder what flag be is carrying on busi­ 
ness. 
O ’Keefe sailed forth en the Atlantic 
as captain of a trading vessel years and 
years ago. 
This vessel made its way 
around the world, and among the places 
where it touched was the island of Yap 
O’Keefe made a pretty thorough ex­ 
ploration of the place and also of the 
surrounding islands, aud took away a 
rich cargo of spices and indigo. 
Two 
years later ho was not only captain of 
the small trailer, but its owner. 
Ile 
made straight for Yap island. 
With 
good things from the continent he aud 
his crew won the affectious of the na­ 
tives. 
The vessel was tied up for a time 
antil a home could be established. Then 
it was used to establish other homes in 
other islands. 
O ’Keefe believed in a 
big, broad life and one according to his 
own ideas, which were not far different 
from those of a full fledged Mormon be­ 
liever. 
One by one he accumulated his 
islands and clinched bis title to the 
same by marrying the choice of the na­ 
tive women, and several of them. Mem­ 
bers of the trading ship’s crew followed 
O'Keefe and his white men came to 
win the esteem and affection of the is­ 
landers to such an extent that be was 
exalted to be chief ruler of the colonies, 
and what be eaid went. O ’Keefe prob­ 
ably deserved this honor, for he was 
honorable in his transactions with the 
natives and never tried to cheat them. 
He even went out of bis way to do them 
favors, snpply them with comforts and 
teach them to live a life after bis own 
ideas, 
lie set up a sort of government 
and pot himself at its head. 
A nephew of O ’Keefe, now supposed 
to be in New York city, has had this 
south sea fortune thrown at his feet 
and refused to accept it. O ’Keefe, so he 
writes Consnl W illiams in Manila, sent 
word to this nephew that if he woald 
agree to live with bim until the end of 
bis days and learn the modus operandi 
of affairs on Yap island and its neigh­ 
bors ho would place all affairs in bis 
bands and allow bim to rule the fortune 
at his death. 
It was with much hesitation that the 
nephew finally decided to shake himself 
free from the rich life of idleness be 
was leading in the metropolis and take 


many 
m e new c a i u * u r.m r is Pas­ 
tor Fe Ike, a man with a patriarchal 
beard, though not more thau 40 years 
old. 
The center of his ministrations is 
a beautiful rural parish in Repelen. 
' Rhenish Prussia. The number of Pastor

The arrange­ 
ment is such that the electric current is 
used for making the impression. 
The 
two poles of the battery are placed in 
communication w ith the brain by pat­ 
ting them at the back of the head aud 
the w ire runs down to the recorder, 
which is a delicate needle making un 
impression on a waxen surface, the mo­ 
tions of this needle corresponding to 
the vibrations of thought, just as tho 
needle making the record in the phono 
graph responds to the vibrations of 
sound. 
To read the record impressed upon 
the cylinder in tiny wavelike lines it is 
necessary to put the two poles to the 
base ct another person s brain and set 
the machine in motion. 
The reiinpres- 
sion of the thought waves w ill be re­ 
ceived into tho mind, ju->t as the sound 
waves are sent back from the phono-1 
graph to the ear. 
Hence it is possible j 
to record thoughts and to read th o se1 
which have been taken down from un- j 
other’s braiu. 
Mr. Emuner claim s to 
have recorded anil read not only the j 
ideas floating through the mind of a 
human being, but the emotions of a dog 
which ne teased into a fit of passion for 
the sake of experiment. 
With such an 
instrument the human race would seem j 
to have got as far down into raechan- ; 
ism as it is possible to go. 
When one’s 
very thoughts are no longer sacred, we 
have about reached the lim its of scien 
title investigation. 
The crim inal w ill find his lot a hard j 
one. 
It is im possible to con etui guilty 
thoughts, to live over again the details j 
of a crime, and one such machine placed 
before the unconscious culprit would 
lay bare his soul, aud ail the evidences j 
of his crime would be open to the J 
world.

“ B u sin e s s, meals and health were of 
small account compared toacall to joiu 
the fire engine, ” this veteran says, with 
a retrospective sigh 
“ Tho night of my 
wedding there was a fire, but it came 
right in the middle of the marriage serv­ 
ice and I bad to miss it However, there 
was one early the next morning while 
we were eating breakfast, aud I weut. 
No bride was so exacting as to expect to 
keep bet husband at her side when the 
fire department had use for bim .”

A V e g e ta b le C a te r p illa r . 
The most extraordinary object I have 
ever seen im the New Zealand vegetable 
caterpillar The rata is a parasite creep­ 
er which first destroys its forest host 
aud then crushes it to death and, usurp­ 
ing its skeleton, becomes a tree itself 
If the rata seedling is dug up, it is 
found to he springing not from a seed, 
but from the head of a perfectly formed 
caterpillar 
It is supposed by some that the cater­ 
pillar, which on dissection proves to be 
internally the exact counterpart of its 
living insect relative, swallows the tiny 
rata seed while living, aud burrowing 
into the ground becomes, instead of a 
chrysalis, the germinating home of the 
seed, which by some agency turns its 
unfortunate foster mother into wood. 
Others, however, contend the cater­ 
pillar itself is produced by the rata, 
urging in support of their theory that 
if springing from a seed the shoot would 
grow out of different parts of the cater­ 
pillar instead of invariably growing 
oat of the bead. 
The insect vegetable is yellowish, 
about four inches long, and is fully ex 
tended. 
I have seen them freshly dc? 
up, aud others that had been kept fo 
years, and all bad the appearance of 
perfect insect carved in wood.—Pear 
son’s Weekly 


T nniiinor by F le c t r io lty . 
By the introduction of electricity 
into the process the period required 
for the tanning of leathers has been 
very materially reduced. 
In the final 
process of nuhairing the pelts and skins 
it bas beeu demonstrated that if a cur­ 
rent of small density be passed through 
the solution of lime and arsenic in 
which they are usually soaked the proc­ 
ess is so hastened that the skins are 
ready for the mechanical removal of the 
hair in several boars, whereas in the 
ordinary way it would require several 
days. 
The passage of the electric cur­ 
rent appears to carry the solution into 
the pores of the hide in a very remark­ 
able manner After the hair is removed 
and the skins placed in the proper tan­ 
ning solutions a weak cnirent is again 
passed through the solution, which has 
a similar accelerating effect 
The fig­ 
ures of time required for tanning by 
this process are, with bark liquor, about 
12 days for cowhide and one-balf to 
three days for calfskin aud one day for 
kangaroo.—Philadelphia Record.

The management promises that every 
uc.t will begin promptly on time, and 
the moment the curtain goes up all the 
doors of the opera house will be closed. 
They say that there will be no restric­ 
tion in New York in regard to the 
dress of the audience. 
The cast for “ Die Nibelungen” will 
include nearly all of tho famous people 
who took part iu tho production at Bai- 
renth and Loudon, both the De Res/.kes, 
Mines.

This vessel made its way 
around the world, and among the places 
where it touched was the island of \ ap 
O ’Keefe made a pretty thorough ex­ 
ploration of the place and also of the 
surrounding islands, aud took away a 
rieh cargo of spires and indigo.

years later he was not only captain of 
the small trader, bot its owner. 
Ile 
made straight for Yap island. 
With 
good things from tho continent lie aud 
his crew won the affections of the na­ 
tives. 
The vessel was tied up for a time 
until a home could be established. Then 
it was used to establish other homes in 
other islands. 
O ’Keefe believed in a 
big, broad life and one according to bis 
own ideas, which were not far different 
from those of a full fledged Mormon be­ 
liever. 
One by one he accumulated his 
islands and clinched his title to the 
same by marrying the choice of the n a­ 
tive women, and several of them. Mem­ 
bers of the trading ship’s crew followed 
O’Keefe and bis white men came to 
win the eeteem aud affection of the is­ 
landers to such an extent that he was 
exalted to be chief ruler of the colonies, 
and what he said went. O'Keefe prob­ 
ably deserved this honor, for he was 
honorable in his transactions with the 
natives aud never tried to cheat them. 
He even went out of his way to do them 
favors, supply them with comforts and 
teach them to live a life after bis own 
ideas. 
He set up a sort of government 
aud put uinibeil at its head. 
A nephew of O ’Keefe, now supposed 
to be in New York city, has had this 
south sea fortune thrown at his feet 
aud refused to accept it. O'Keefe, so he 
writes Consul VS illiams in Manila, 
ut 
word to this nephew that if he would 
agree to live with bim until tile end of 
his days and learn the modus operandi 
of affairs on Yap island and its neigh­ 
bors be would place all affairs in his 
hands and allow bim to rule the fortune 
at his death.

lf the rata seedling is dug up, 
fonufl to be springiug not from a soofl. 
but from the bead of a perfectly formed 
caterpillar 
It is supposed by some th at the cater­ 
pillar, which on dissection proves to be 
internally the exact counterpart of its 
living iuseot relative, swallows the tiny 
rata seed while living, aud burrowing 
into the ground becomes, instead of a 
chrysalis, the germinating home of the 
seed, which by some agency turns its 
unfortunate foster mother into wood. 
Others, however, contend the cater­ 
pillar itself is produced by the rata, 
urging in support of their theory that 
if springing from a seed the shoot would 
grow out of different parts of the cater­ 
pillar instead of invariably growing 
out of the head.

which they are usually soaked the proc­ 
ess is so hastened that the skins are 
ready for the mechanical removal of the 
; hair in several hours, whereas in the 
ordinary way it would require several 
days 
The passage of the electric cur- 
n u t appears to carry the solution into 
the pores of the hide in a very remaik- 
able manner After the hair is removed 
aud the skins placed in the proper ta n ­ 
ning solutions a weak coireut is again 
passed through the solution, which has 
a similar accelerating effect 
The fig 
urea of time required for tanning by 
this process are, w ith bark liquor, about 
12 days for cowhide aud one-half to 
three days for calfskin aud one day for 
kangaroo. —Hhiladelphiu Record.
